81B9— In compliance with the requirements of the laws of this State, I have 
the honor to submit herewith the Sixteenth Annual Beport on Births, Mar- 
riages, and Deaths, returned for the year ending December 31, 1882. 

The tables, exhibits, and diagrams in the present Beport are similar to 
those of recent years. Some new features are introduced which it is thought 
will add to their interest and value. Special care has been taken in their 
preparation to secure the greatest attainable accuracy, which will afford grat- 
ification to those interested in this important subject. The necessity of 
thoroughness in our system of registration can hardly be overestimated. Any 
negligence or error in the original returns, made annually to this ofSce, is 
carefully noted and correction secured by correspondence with the county 
clerks. The principal difSculties reported by the county clerks, relate to the 
delinquencies of clergymen in regard to making returns of marriages, and 
sometimes to the neglect of supervisors to comply with the law concerning the 
enumeration of births and deaths. Such cases are to be expected occasionally 
and they require correspondence and a rigid enforcement of the law. A copy 
of the laws and instructions concerning the solemnization of marriages, and 
the record, return, and compilation of births, marriages, and deaths, with 
such suggestions as seem necessary, has been prepared and is kept for distri- 
bution in this office. It will be immediately forwarded to those making appli* 
cation for the same. 

It seems proper to state here that the present report was prepared and 
printed as soon as possible. Much of the delay is occasioned by the defect in 
the law itself, which provides that all information concerning births and 
deaths shall be obtained by the supervisors between the tenth day of April and 
the first day of June of the year succeeding that in which the events occurred. 
The returns are then forwarded to the clerks of the several counties and cop- 
ied iLto record books for that purpose. The law chen requires the county 
clerks to make certified copies of the records in their offices, and transmit the 
same to the Secretary of State by the first day of September. Although 
the law provides that the returns of births .marriages, and deaths shall be 
at this office on or before the first day of September, they are never all 
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receired before the laat of October, sod aometimeB rot before the second or 
third week in December. After the returns have been received it requires 
some time and labor to secare the correction of errors by correspondeuoe. 
No one who is not conversant with statistical work has any idea of the labor 
necessary in the compilation of these tables, an(j after they are fully pre- 
pared considerable time is indispeneable to make the accompanying dedac- 
tions and obBerTations. This explanation is deemed advisable in order that 
the fleemiDg delay in publication may be better understood. 

The natural increase of population in Michigan, or excess of bicths over 
deaths, during the year 1882, was 20,601, an increase of 5,090 over that for 
the year IS81. Thtf number of births returned iti this State in 1882 was 
37,026, the number of marriages solemnized was 16,] 78, and the number of 
deaths returned was 16,4'Jo. 

The tables in the present Report embrace nearly the same subjects as those 
of previous years, and are formed after the plans heretofore adopted as best 
calculated to offer a reliable basis -for satisfactory study of the subjects here 
presented. Some of the tables, however, which have been published in pre- 
vious Reports were omitted in the present volume.

The facts gathered by the sapervisors and assessors in 1882, coucerning the 
births, marriages, and deaths which occurred in Michigan daring that year, 
are presented to the public in this volnme. This is the sixteenth annual 
Report of the Secretary of State i-elating to the subject of the Vital Statistics 
of Michigan. . 

It is oar purpose to show, in the following tables and exhibits with their 
accompanying deductions and observations, in what essentials the statistics of 
1882 correspond with those of former years, and also where they are at 
variance. It may be remarked that the statistics, in general, are satisfactory 
and present some encouragfng features as compared with those of the previous 
years. While there are no very great contrasts to note, yet, in several direc- 
tions, there are numerous improvements. 

Exhibit A, on page 2, shows that during the year 1882, there were returned 
to the State Department 37,026 births, 16,178 marriages, and 16,425 deaths, 
the aggregate of this registry being 69,629, or 795 more than the total for 
1881. It also shows the number of births, marriages, and deaths for each of 
the years 1877, 1878, 1879, 1880, and 1881, with the excess of births over 
deaths for each of those years. As compared with the year 1881, we find 
that the number of reported births is more by 2,277 ; the number of recorded 
marriages is more by 1,331; and the number of registered deaths is less by 
2,813. The natural increase of population, or excess of births over deaths, is 
20,601, a number more by 5,090 than the natural increase in 1881. 

Making comparisons with other years, we find that the number of births 
and marriages as returned for the year 1882| is considerably in excess of those 
reported for previous years, while the number of deaths is less than in 1881, 
although more than for other years. The natural increase of population for 
the year 1882, is more than for any previous year with the exception of the 
vears 1876 and 1878.

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In Exhibit B may be studied many important relations between births, 
fnarriageSy deaths, and inhabitants during each of the years 1877-1882. In 
the computations for the years IS??, 1878, and 1879, the population in 1874: 
was used, and in the statements for the years 1880, 1881, and 1882, the popu- 
lation of the State according to the U. S. Census of 1880, was used. In the 
intervals between the census enumerations we are compelled to make our 
calculations upon the last census returns, which necessarily involves a certain 
amount of error. The probable increase in the population must, therefore, 
be considered when the estimates are compared with those of previous years. 
It is evident that, from year to year, the population does not pursue a uniform 
rate of increase, but until there is a better means of determining the fluctua- 
tion, the equal annual rate of increase is the most reliable method. 

The average annual rate of increase in the population during the period from 
1B70 to 1880 was 3.291 per cent. Using this as the rate of increase for the 
present period, the estimated population of Michigan for the year 1882 would 
be 1,746,453 ; an increase of 109,516 over the actual population in 1880. 

Table I. contains data concerning the number of births, marriages, and 
deaths in Michigan for certain specified periods of time during the year 1882. 
Here may be seen the average number per quarter, per month, per week, and 
per day, and also the natural increase of population, or excess of births over 
deaths, for each of those periods of time. According to the returns, there 
were 101 births, 44 marriages, and 45 deaths per day in this State in 1882. 
When the returns of births and deaths are corrected for omissions in the 
enumeration, there were 136 births, and 74 deaths per day. 

From Exhibit B it may be seen that one child was born to every 44 persons 
of the population, that one marriage was solemnized to every 101 persons, 
and that one death occurred to every 99 persons. The rates of births, mar- 
riages, and deaths to 1,000 of population were as follows: 

Births 22.67 to 1,000 of population 

Marriages 9.80 " *' 

Deaths 10.07 

It should be borne in mind that the above figures are obtained from the 
population of the State in 1880. 

The excess of the birth-rate over the death-rate is 12.6 per thousand, an 
increase of 3.22 over that for 1881. 

With such an increased birth-rate, and such a diminished death-rate, the 
year was favorable to public health.

The design of Exhibit 1 is to show the number of births, and deaths regis- 
tered in Michigan ; also the natural increase of population, or excess ot births 
over deaths, by months, during the years 1877-1882. It also shows in the 
last line the monthly averages of excess for the nine years 1874-1882. It 
will be observed that the average excess for the nine years is less by 837 than 
the excess for the year 1882. Thus it is seen that the year 1882 is better 
than an average one as regards the natural increase of population. The 
month of December has the largest average excess of births over deaths, and 
the month of February the smallest. In 1882, the month of February also 
has the least excess, while the month of August shows the largest excess. 

Some of the relations between births, marriages, and deaths may be studied 
in Exhibit 2, on page 0. The births, as equalized and as corrected for omis- 
sions, are shown, by months, for the year 1882, and the marriages and tho 
deaths, as equalized and as corrected for omissions, are shown for the months^ 
in which the births in 1882 were probably conceived — nine months prior to 
birth. The plus and minus signs indicate, respectively, that the number under 
it is greater or less, as the case may be, than the monthly average for that- 
line, as shown in the last column.

It may be interesting to Dote tliat the larger namber of births in the months 
of August und September of the year 1SS2 seema to be coincident with the 
larger number of marriages solemnized in the months of November and 
December of the year 1S81.

The natural increase of the popalation of Michigan, or the excess of 
births over deaths by nativity, ma; be seen in Exhibit D. The statistics here 
show that the birth-rat« is much larger and the death-rate mncb less among 
the foreign than among the native-born population of this State. Taking the 
average for the past ten years, the natural increase was abont twice as gi-eat 
among the foreign-born as among the native-born. This is largely due to 
the fact that the foreign-born are nearly all at the reproductive middle ages, 
and henco the death-rate is small compared with that of children and those 
of old age.

BIRTHS, 1882. 



The whole Dumber of births, retorned as having occarred in Michi|;;ai> 
during the year 1882, was 37,026. This number is greater than ever before, 
2,277 greater than in the year 1881, and much greater than the average for 
the past fifteen years. The annual average number of births returned for the 
fifteen years 1868-1882 is 31,633, which is 5,393 less than the number reported 
for the year 1882. The increase of births should follow the increase of popu- 
lation with a certain degree of regularity. 

The following tabular exhibit shows, according to our estimations, what i)er 
cent of births has been returned and also what per cent has been added as a^ 
correction for the omissions in the enumeration. In 1882, 74.31 per cent of 
the births were returned, while the average for the ten years 1873-1882 was- 
only 69.25 per cent.

The law by which the returns of births and deaths are made in the cities 
and towns is a defective one, and in all probability the number reported is 
less than it should be. The law provides that the facts concerning births and 
deaths shall be ascertained by the supervisors and assessors by house to house 
visitations which are made once during the year. In this way a certain num- 
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ber of births and deaths undoubtedly escape registration. Another source of 
«rror is the delay in collecting these statistics, which is made from five to six- 
teen months after the births and deaths occur, during which time removals 
and other causes may lead the enumerator to miss many returns which might 
be obtained under a more perfect system of registration. 

It is well to remember the strong probability that the whole number of births 
returned is less than the whole number which actually occurred, and in cod- 
^quence of which a correction has been made that amounts in 1882 to 34.57 
per cent, of the births returned. 

The census returns of 1880 are the only trustworthy basis on which to make 
the computations of the present work. The increase in population has, no 
doubt^ been considerable, and this should be considered when comparisons are 
made with previous years. It should be remembered, however, that as the 
calculations are made on the same basis of population, the relative conclusions 
for the present year are reliable. 

The total population of the State in 1880, according to the IT. S. census, 
was 1,636,937. Subtracting from this 3,585, being the number of inhabit- 
ants from whom no returns of births were received during the year 1882, we 
have 1,633,352, the number of inhabitants in 1880 represented by the returns 
of births in 1882, as may be seen in the tabular exhibit below. 

The birth-rate for 1882 was 2.27 for every one hundred persons, or 22.70 
for every one thousand persons of the population. Including the still-born 
(792), a child was born to every 44 persons. When the returns of births are 
^corrected for omissions in the enumeration, the birth-rate was 3.04 for every 
hundred of the inhabitants, or 30.40 for every thousand.

Table I. illnstrates the fact; that, according to the retarnSy more births 
occur iu the last six months of the year than iu the first six months. Usnallj 
the third quarter ending with September has the largest registry, but in 1882, 
the last quarter had over 27 per cent of all the recorded births. The com* 
parison is carried through a series of years, and it is interesting to note with 
what uniformity it occurs year after year. In Massachusetts the order is the 
same as in this State, while in England it is the reverse, more births beings 
recorded in the first six months of the year than in the last. 

The average proportion of births, returned as having occurred in Michigan- 
for each quarter of the year for the fifteen years 1868-1882, is as follows ; 
first quarter 21.18 per cent, second quarter 23.96 per cent, third quarter 
27.71 per cent, and fourth quarter 26.90 per cent. Calculated for fifteei^ 
years it is seen that 45.11 per cent of the births occurred in the first half of

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the year, aud 54.67 per cent in the last half. When the returns of births 
are corrected for omissions, as is done in the lower part of the table, it has 
the effect of distributing the births more equally throughout the year. 

Table II. shows the number aud per cent of births in each month of the 
years 1874-1882.. the months having the greatest number of births being 
placed first in order. In four of the six years August stands at the head of 
the columns aud December in the other two. During the fifteen years 
1868-1882, the month of August heads the list nine times, December four, 
and September twice. The months of January and February are the last in 
order of greatest numl^r first, the former month being last in five of the six 
years. It should be remembered, however, that probably a larger proportion 
of the births are returned for the later months of tlie year, as has beea 
explained in previous reports.

Exhibit 2 is similar in plan to Table II. and is designed to show the order 
of the months after the returns of births are corrected for the probable omia- 
Bions in the enumeration. By comparing the two it will be seen that the 
order of the months is not the same, but August still maintains its place at 
the head of the list. 

The same principle of correction, employed in previous reports for the 
omissions in the enumeration of births, is applied to the returns for the year 
1882, and the results may be seen in Exhibits A, B, 0, D, and 3. This cor- 
rection is based upon the supposition that the omissions are in proportion to 
the time which elapses between the occurrence of the births and their enumer- 
ation by the supervisors.

It is interesting to compare the number of births with the namber of 
marriages iu months of conception of the births. This is done in Table III. 
and Exhibit E, where the influence of the marriage-rate upon the concep- 
tion-rate may be studied. It is seen that about 37,000 conceptions^ or birthi 
nine mouths later, occurred in the months in which IG^OOO marriages were 
'Solemnized.

PROPORTION OF THE SEXES. 

lu Table IV. may be found the number of the children born in each county 
of the State during the year 1882, the number in each month of the year, and 
the number of each sex respectively. Accordfng to the returns, the number 
of male children born in Michigan during the year 1882, was 19,179. This 
number is larger by 1,238 than that of 1881, and larger by 806 than in any 
previous year. The number of female children whose births were returned in 
1882, was 17,787, which is also larger than has been recorded in any previous 
year. In every year the number of male children in Michigan has been larger 
than the number of female children. For a period of fifteen years from 1868

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to 1882, the average excess of malo births in this State has been 109 males to 
each 100 females. 

Qaite a variation will be Been in Table IV. in the proportion of the sexes ia 
the different counties. In 52 conuties there was an excess of male births, iu 
20 connties of female birthB, and in 6 counties the number was equal. Com- 
pariug the relative proportion of the sexes iu the larger counties of the State 
where the retnrns are more complete, it is seen that Ionia county has the 
largest excess of male births, while Kalamazoo county has the largest excess 
of female births. 

The number of births ia IBSi, in which the sex was not reported, was 60, 
one less than in 1881. Of this number, 11 were in the two counties of Berrien 
and Ottawa,

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Table V. shows the number of inhabitants, the birth-rate, and the propor- 
tion of the sexes among the different races of people in Michigan. Only the 
population of counties and townships represented by returns of births are 
employed^ and comparing the number of inhabitants in 1880 with the births 
in 188'^, it seems that the birth-rate is about the same for the Whites as the 
average for all colors, and less than the average among the Black, Mulatto, 
and Indian races. This was also true for the year 1881. The birth-rate 
among the Black and Mulatto inhabitants is much smaller than the average 
for all colors, and smaller than among the Indians. 

The proportion of the sexes for each color shows an excess of males for each 
race except the Mulatto, the largest excess of males being for the Indians. 
There appears an excess of female children among the Mulatto race when 
studied separately, but when united with the Black the males predominate. 

Table VI. shows, for Michigan, the number of births in 1882 and the 
number of inhabitants in 1880, by county and by sex. The number of births 
in 1882 was 2.27 per cent of the number of inhabitants in 1880, the number 
of male birthb in 1882 was 2.23 per cent of the male inhabitants, and the 
number of female births was 2.30 per cent of the female inhabitants. The 
birth-rate for the year 1882 is 14 per cent greater than in 1881, and 10 per 
cent greater than in 1880. By this table we are enabled to compare the 
birth-rate in each county in 1882 with the rate for the entire State, and also 
to note the difference in the birth-rates of the various counties. Some allow- 
ance must be made for defective registration, which is probably greater in some 
counties than in others. The counties showing the highest birth-rates for the 
year 1882, according to the returns, are Alpena, Bay, Charlevoix, Crawford, 
Houghton, Keweenaw, Manistee, Marquette, Missaukee, and Presque Isle, 
while the counties of Branch, Lenawee, Oakland, and Washtenaw show a rate 
considerably less, In any year, or in a series of years, than that of the State at 
large. An explanation of this difference may, perhaps, be in the fact that 
many of the former counties contain manufacturing and mining centers, 
which attract the productive class of the population, while the latter counties 
are more rural sections and contain a less prolific people, the young men and 
women being attracted from the country into the cities. 

In Table VI. may also be seen, by counties, the number of children born 
among the White, Black, Mulatto, and Indian races. The largest number of 
Black and Mulatto births is returned from the counties of Wayne and Cass, 
and the largest number of Indians is returned from Emmet county. Only 
two births were returned for 1882 without the statement of the color of the 
children being given, one in Allegan county and one in Chippewa. This is 
the best showing we have ever had in this State.

PARENT-NATIVITY. 

Table VII. shows the number and proportion of births in Michigan in 1882, 
by sex and parent-nativity. It will be seen that the number of children born 
of native-born parents was 43.67 per cent of the whole number^ while the per 
cent of births of purely foreign parentage was 35.58 of the whole number. 
This indicates a decrease of 2.11 per cent from the percentage of native-born 
parents in 1881, and a decrease of 2.40 per cent from the percentage in 1880. 
It also indicates an increase of 2.31 per cent over the percentage of foreign- 
born parents in 1881, and an increase of 1.66 per cent over the percentage in 
1880. The average percent of children who were born of native-born parents 
for the fourteen years 1869-1882 is 45.59, and the average per cent of children 
born of foreign-boni parents for the same period of years is 33.78 per cent. 

When a comparison is made between native and foreign parents, it should 
be remembered that the term ^^ Native" is less definite than the term 
"Foreign" because the former class includes all who were born in the United 
States, and must, therefore, comprise a considerable number whose parents 
were foreign-born. 

In Exhibit F may be seen the parent-nativity of children born in Michigan 
for each of the years 1875-1882. While the proportion of children of native- 
born parents for the year 1882 is less than usual, and 1.92 per cent less than 
the average for fourteen years; in the foreign and in both classes of mixed 
parentage the percentage for 1882 is larger than the average for fourteen years. 
The percentage of children with "Foreign Father and Native Mother" is about 
double that of the opposite class, and has increased almost constantly from 
1869 to 1882, inclusive. The proportion of births whose parent-nativity was 
not stated in the returns is less in 1882 than in 1881.

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TWIN CHILDREN, 1882. 

There were 860 twin children returned for the year 18S2, of which nambcr 
445 were males and 415 were females, or there were 107 males to every 100 
females. The number of pairs of twins is 430, which is the largest number 
ever returned as having been born in this State. The order of the years 
1870-1882, those having the largest number of births of twins first, is as 
follows: 1882, 430: 187G, 428; J 878, 427; 1873, 420; 1874, 408; 1879, 
402; 1881, 372; 1875, 370; 1877, 367; 1880, 358; 1872, 342; 1870, 339; 
1871, 208. Tabic IX. shows the number of pairs of twins, and the number 
of twin children, by months, for the year 1882. The months of October and 
July head the list with the largest number of twin births, and the months of 
January and February are at the foot with the smallest number. During the 
year 1882, one plural birth occurred to every 84 single births.

The pareut-nativity of twin births may be studied in Table X., which shows 
that the largest proportion of pairs of twins was born of parents who were both 
foreign-born. Comparing this table with Table VII. it will be seen that the 
proportion of foreign -born parents is greater for twins than for total births, 
and of native-born parents the proportion is smaller for twins than for all 
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children born. This fact indicates that more twins are born of foreign 
parents than of native-born parents, and as this evidence has been the same 
for a nnmber of years it seems to be conclnsive. Again, comparing Tables 
VII. and XI.^ it appears that the proportion of mixed parent-nativity was a 
little greater for all children born than for twins. 

The nativity and color of mothers of twin children for each of the years 
1880, I88I9 and 1882 may be seen in Exhibit 5. The evidence here indicates 
that the largest .proportion of twins is among the foreign-born mothers, and 
also among the Black and Mulatto mothers. 

The parent-nativity of twin children, by coauties, may be found in Table 
XII.

It will be seen from Table XIX. that there were nine cases of triplets 
reported for the year 1882. In four cases the parents were both native, and 
in four both were foreign, while in one case there was a mixed parentage. 
The set returned from Jackson county were all still-born, and in the set from 
Allegan county one male was still-born. As regards the sex of the triplets the 
males predominate at the rate of two to one. The parents were all white.

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STILL.BIBTHS, 1882. 

The whole nnmber of still-born children reported in Michigan for the year 
1882 was 792 ; this number is 101 more than for the year 1881, and 54 more 
than for the year 1880. The only year in which this number was surpassed 
was in 1878, when there were 793 still-births returned in this State. In 1882, 
2.14 per cent of all the births returned were still-born, and 2.11 per cent of 
all the mothers, who bore children during the year, gave birth to still-born 
children, as shown in Exhibit 6. 

Much that is interesting and instructive concerning still-born children in 
Michigan may be learned from Exhibit 7. It is seen that a much larger pro- 
portion of the foreign mothers bear still-born children than the native, and 
as this is true for every year for the last fifteen years, it seems to be a well 
established fact. Attention may also be called to the fact that a much larger 
proportion of the Black and Mulatto mothers have still-births than the 
mothers of any other color.

The subject of still-born children may be stndied farther in Tables XIV. 
and XV. Of the 792 still-born children, 438 were males and 321 were females, 
and of 33 the sex was not reported. More still-births were returned for the 
month of December than for any other month of the year 1882.

ILLEGITIMATE OHILDBBN, 1S82. 

There were 301 illegitimate children returned for the year 1882, which is 
less by 81 than the number recorded in 1881, and less by 124 than was returned 
in 1880. This is .81 per cent of the total births, and .82 per cent of all the 
mothers in 1882 bore illegitimate children. It is the smallest proportion shown 
for any year since 1878. Of the 301 illegitimates, 145 were males, 154 females, 
and in two the sex was not stated. Wayne county furnished 44.19 per cent 
of the entire number. It is to be expected that the returns of such births will 
be incomplete, although this deficiency is nearly a constant one from year to 
year. The decrease, for 1882, in the number of births out of wedlock from 
the number reported for the last two years is quite marked. The average 
annual number of illegitimate children for the fifteen years 1868-82 is 247, 
which indicates that the year 1882 is considerably above an average one. 

Exhibit 9 shows the nativity and color of mothers of illegitimate children 
for each of the years 1875 to 1882, inclusive. The proportion of mothers of 
illlegitimates to all mothers is greatest among the native-born for each year 
shown in the Exhibit, and the per cent of the unknown nativities is greatly 
in excess of the others. 

Among the different races the per cent of mothers of illegitimate children to 
all mothers is greatest among the Indians, and least among the white inhab- 
itants, the per cent among the whites being only .76, while that of the Indi- 
ans is 9.40. 

In Table XVI. may be seen the number of illegitimate children by months, 
by sex, and by parent-nativity. The largest number appears for March, and 
the smallest for February. Table XVII. shows the illegitimate birth-rate 
among the different races for the year 1882. The largest per cent of illegit- 
mate births to population is for the Indians, the next for the black and mulatto, 
and the smallest for the whites. 

The proportion of the sexes among these children for the year 1882 was 94 
males to every 100 females, as is seen in Table XVIII. It also shows what a 
large proportion of the fathers escape registration, over 78 per cent of them.

SEX OF CHILDBEK. 

The tables and exhibits which follow are inach the same in this as Id 
previous Reports.

MARKIAGES, 1882. 



Id 1882 the marriages returned to -the State Department were 16,1789 as 
♦compared with 14,847 in 1681, and 14,149 in 1880, and 13,225 in 1879. These 
*figures represent the marriages as originally returned and published in the 
reports for each of those years; since that time, however, there have been 667 
marriages returned for 1879, 739 for 1880, and 824 for 1881. This shows 
how frequently the law is violated by persons who are authorized to solemnize 
marriages, by sending their returns to the county clerk a year or more after 
they have taken place. This is undoubtedly the result of indifference to the 
requirements of the law, or from ignorance of those requirements. 

The average annual number of marriages, as first returned, for the thirteen 
years 1870-1882, is 11,875. The excess of marriages over the number as first 
returned in 1881 is 1,331, and over the average for thirteen years is 4,303. 
Based upon the population of 1880 there was one marriage to every 101 per- 
sons in the State, and the number of marriages to every thousand of. the pop- 
ulation was 9.90, or 19.80 persons. The estimated population of the State for 
the year 1882 is 1,746,453.; using this as a basis there would be one marriage 
to every 108 persons, and the number of marriages to every thousand of the 
estimated population would be 9.26, or 18.52 persons. 

There has been a continual increase in the number of marriages returned 
for every year since 1876, which is an indication of the general prosperity in 
the condition of the people of Michigan. 

The average number of marriages for each of certain specified periods of 
time, during the year 1882, is as follows r 

Total number of marriages 16,178.00 

Average number per quarter 4,044.50 

Average number per month - 1,348.17 

Average number per week 311.12 

Average number per day -^ 44.32 

In Michigan the last quarter always returns the largest number of mar- 
riages, and the year 1882 is no exception to the general rule, there being 5,068 
in the fourth quarter, 3,878 in the third quarter, 3,644 in the second quarter, 
and 3,577 in the firstquarter. The number and per cent in each quarter of 
the year 1882, and also for the years 1874-1881, may bo seen in Table I., the 
number for each year being corrected for additional returns up to December 
17, 1883. The additional number of marriages for 1882 will doubtless be 
returned with those for 1883, and will increase the number in each quarter of 
the year.

COLOR OF PERSONS HARRIED. 

For the year 1882, the marriage-rate appears slightly greater among the 
White inhabitants than among the Black and Mulatto races, and least among 
the Indians. By reference to Exhibit 9, and Table XVII., of Births, it will 
be seen that the illegitimate birth-rate is greatest among the Indians, and here 
it is seen that the marriage-rate is smallest among the Indians. In computing 
the marriage-rate, the population of Michigan in 1880 is used with the 
marriages in 1882, and as the population has probably increased, the rates 
here given are not entirely perfect. 

Table V. shows the color of persons married in 1882 in each county of the 
State.

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NATIVITY OF PERSONS MARRIED. 

Exhibit 1 is designed to show the number of marriages^ according to the 
nativity of the parties, for the year 1882. It is seen that 9,407 native-born 
bridegrooms married brides native of this country, 1,411 married foreign-born 
brides, and 58 married brides of unknown nativity, making a total of 10,876 
native-born bridegrooms. Of the native-born brides, 9,407 married native- 
bom males, 2,017 married foreign-born males, and 27 married males of 
unknown nativity, making a grand total of 11,451 native-born brides. The 
number of foreign-born bridegrooms and brides may be read in a similar 
manner. 

Exhibit 1 also shows that G7.23 per cent of the males and 70.78 per cent of 
the females married in 1882 were native-born, that 32.22 per cent of the males 
and 28.37 per cent of the females were foreign-born. As compared with the 
years 1880 and 1881, the proportion of native-born males and females shows 
a decrease from year to year, while the proportion of foreign-born males and 
females shows a corresponding increase. For instance, the per cent of native- 
born males in 1880 was 70.38; in 1881, 68.12; and in 1882, 67.23. Of the 
foreign-born males, the per cent in 1880 was 28.44; in 1881, 30.96; and in 
1882, 32.22. The per cent of native-born females in 1880 was 75.43 ; in 1881, 
72.30: and in 1882, 70.38. Of foreign-born females, the per cent in 1880 was 
22.75; in 1881, 26.20; and in 1882, 28.37. 

The cause of this may possibly be found in the large influx of immigrants 
of marriageable age from foreign countries during the last few years, which 
has added largely to the number of marriages. 

The increase in the mixed marriages from year to year is also worthy of 
notice. The term ''mixed" is where one party is of native and the other of 
foreign birth.

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Some important and interesting data concerning the marriage-rate of the 
native and foreign inhabitants are shown in Table VI. It is seen that the 
rate among the foreign-born is greater than the rate for either the native or 
the total for all nativities. The marriage-rate for the total of all nativities 
was 1.73 in 1880; 1.81 in 1881; and 1.98 in 1882; thus showing an increase 
from year to year. There has also been an increase in the native marriage- 
rate for these three years, as from 1.65 in 1880. to 1.79 in L882; bat the 
increase was not so great as that for the foreign^ which advanced from 1.86 
per cent in 1880 to 2.52 per cent in 1882. As these computations are all made 
upon the basis of the population in 1880, the relative conclusions must be 
considered as nearly accurate.

Table VII. contains mach that is valuable and worthy of study. It shotre 
the total number of persons married in Michigan in 1882, and tho percentages 
of the sexes married in the different divisions of age. 

In the class of females married between twenty and twenty-five yeara of age, 
the proportions show a gradual increase from 35.68 per cent in 1876 to 40.67 
per cent in 1S8I; in 1882, however, the percentage, in that period of life to 
the whole number of females married dnjring the year, dropped back to 38.86 
per cent. 

Tho proportion of males between twenty and twenty-five, for the same years, 
has not changed very much from year to year, it being 40.60 per cent in 1876 
And 40.02 per cent in 1882. 

The proportion of males, married in tho various pcrioda of age above 
twenty-five, has increased slightly for the same series of years. 

The proportion of females, married under twenty years of age, has decreased 
from 38.20 per ceut in 187? to 32.90 per cent in 1882. The proportion of 
males, married under 20, has also decreased but in not ao marked a degree as 
the females. 

The general tendency, therefore, of the people of Michigan eeems to be to 
postpone the marriage relation to a more advanced age of life.

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The number of peraouB married in Michigan during the year 1882, who 
were under twenty-one years of age, may be found it) the following table. 
The percentage of those married under twenty-one to the total number at all 
ages for each of the years 1876-I8S2 is as follows: In 187G, 5B.38; in 1877, 
55.41; in 1878, 6(i.41; in 1879, 53.75; in ISfiO, 52.19; in 1881, 50.28; and 
in 1882, 48.91. Yet, uotwithstaudinR the fact that the number of marriages 
for 1882 is larger than for auy year during the whole period of registration, 
the proportion of persons married under twenty-one years of age is smaller 
than for any of the above-mentioned years, or in fact since the registration 
began. 

The number of males and females in 1882. who were married under the 
legal age, may also be seen iu Table IX, There were 12 males and 168 
females thus illegally joined in matrimony.

Table X. shows tbe onmber and percentage of males and females married 
in each period of age, in Michigan, daring the year 1883. The divisions of 
age of the grooms are placed in the first column, and of the brides across the 
top of the table, which are read as follows : Of the 375 grooms who were 
under twenty, 294 married brides under twenty, 67 married brides 30 to 35, 
etc. In a similar mauuer the other numbers in the colnmu headed "Total 
Males" are distributed throughont the table. 

The fi,323 females married under twenty years of age, as seen in the line 
headed "Total Females," married males as follows: 394 married males under 
20 years of age, 3.169 married males 30 to 35 years of ago, 1,391 married 
males 35 to 30 years of age, etc. Tbe last column and the bottom line of tbe

Some onrioiiB marriages occurred in 1S83, &a may be seen from an examin- 
ation of Table XI. Among the moat remarkable of the marriages, in regard 
to disparity of age, may be mentioned the males at 50, 51, 53, 75, and 59, to 
femalea of 19, 16, 23, 16, and 18, respectively. On the other hand, there 
were a number of marriages where the gooom takes a bride many years older 
than himself. Among inch marriages may be mentioned a groom of 34 to a 
bride of 46, a groom of 27 to a bride of 50, and a groom of 23 to a bride of 
63. It is thus very evident that disparity of age is no barrier to the inolina- 
tions of some parties desiring matrimony.

DEATHS, 1882. 



The total number of deaths recorded by official registration in Michigan in 
1882y was 16,4'^5, a number less by 2,813 than that of the previous year. 
Computing the mortality according to its proportion to the estimated popula- 
tion of the State, there was a decrease as compared with the years 1880 and 
1881, the rate of mortality being 9.40 to each one thousand of the living. 
The rate in 1880, with the actual population, was 9.90, and the rate in 1881, 
with the estimated population, was 11.40. 

Corrected for supposed omissions in the enumeration, the estimated number 
of deaths in 1882 is 27,306, and the death-rate 16.7 to each thousand inhabit- 
ants, and this is based upon the population in 1880. If the estimated popula- 
tion is used the rate would be 15.6. This diminished mortality indicates either 
that more deaths escaped registration than usual, or that the public health in 
Michigan in 1882 was more favorable. After making all necessary allowances, 
however, for errors of omission, the death-rate in Michigan will compare 
favorably with the rates in Massachusetts and Rhode Island, and also in cer- 
tain European countries.

The death-rate in Massachusetts for the year 1882 per ^ 
population, was 19.U. In Rhode Island in 1882^ the ' 
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thousand inhabitants, and the foregoing were the average annual death-rates 
in the various European countries for the years 1860-1879, and 1880. 

In making comparisons of the death-rates in the various states and coun- 
tries, due allowance should be made for completeness of registration, density 
of population, and differences in the characteristics of the people. The fol- 
lowing tabular statement shows the death-rate in Michigan, both as regards 
the number of deaths returned, and the number as corrected for omissions in 
the enumeration. The computations are based upon the population in 1880, 
and the number of inhabitants represented by the returns of deaths.

The influence of season upon mortality may be seen in Table I., which shows 
the number and per cent of deaths in each quarter of the years 1874-82. It 
will be observed that the per cent of deaths in the different quarters of the 
year vary more or less from year to year. In 1881 the proportion of deaths 
in the third quarter was 32.48 per cent, and in 1882 it was only 2G.07 per 
cent, being 1.26 per cent less than that of the fourth quarter. The year 1878 
is the only other one in the table that shows an excess of deaths in the last 
quarter. In the states of Massachusetts and Rhode Island the highest death- 
rates for 1882 were in the third quarter. 

When the returns of deaths are corrected for omissions the order of the 
quarters is seen to be different, the second quarter showing the largest number.

DEATHS,— SEX OF DECEDENTS. 
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The mortality in Michigan by months, for the years 1875-1882, will be 
fonnd in Table II. The months are placed in the order in which occurred the 
largest number of deaths. For the first time in the history of the registration 
the month of December heads the list With the exceptions of the years 1878, 
1879, and 1882, the months of August and September contributed the largest 
mortality for the years 1868-1882. The returns in 1882 indicate that the 
diarrhosal diseases, which prevail largely during the months of July and August, 
were less prevalent than usual. 

SEX OF DECEDENTS. 

Table III. shows, by months, the number and proportion of males and 
females among the decedents in Michigan for the year 1882. Of the 16,425 
persons whose deaths were returned, 8,713 were males, 7,664 were females, 
and 48 the sex was not stated. There were 114 males to each 100 females, or 
6dJ20 males and 46.80 females in each 100 decedents. This disparity is 
largely due to the excess of males in the population of the State; for, by 
computing the rate of mortality in each thousand inhabitants, according to 
the census of 1880, we find but little difference in the two sexes. The death- 
rate in 1882 among males was 10.13 per 1,000, and that of females was 9.92; 
in 1881 the rates were 12.02 and 11.60, respectively ; in 1880 they were 10. 
and 9.62.

0MI8SI0KS IK THE ENUMERATIOK OF DEATHS. 

The usual method of correcting the returns of deaths for omissions has heen 
employed for the year 1882. It is assumed that the omissions hear a direct 
relation to the time between the occurrence of the deaths and their enumera- 
tion by the supervisors; and that the per cent to be added to each month 
should be more or less as the time is longer or shorter. Applying this system 
of correction to the deaths returned for 1882, it is seen that the average per 
cent to be added to the deaths returned to make them equal the number 
which probably occurred was 66.56. Adding this per cent it makes the esti- 
mated number of deaths for 1882 27,306. The proportion to be added for 
each month may be seen in the second line of Exhibits G and E, pages 132 
and 134.

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The interesting relations of age and sex to mortality^ with the percentage 
of decedents in each period of age to the whole namber of deaths, may be 
studied in Table IV, page 135. The column of percentages headed ''Per cent 
of deaths at each age to total at all ages/' tells the story of mortality at different 
periods of life. It shows that, in 1882, nearly a fourth of all the deaths were 
those of children under one year of age, and that more than a third of the 
total mortality fell on children under five. 

The proportion of deaths under five years of age, in 1882, was smaller than 
in any previous year since the registration in this State, the per cent for the 
year being 38.81, while the average per cent for the thirteen years 1870-1882 
was 40.51. As has been stated before, there was a marked decrease in some 
of the prominent causes of death among children in 1882. This was especially 
true of diphtheria and diarrhea. 

The proportion of males and females among the decedents at different ages 
is also shown in this table. In the period under one year of age, the deaths 
of males largely predominate, which corresponds to the excess of males among 
the births; but from 5 to 45 there is an excess among female decedents. This 
is true, not only for 1882, but also for the average for thirteen years 1870-1882. 

Among the decedents under one year of age there were 129 males to 100 
females, and among those under five years of age there were 116 males to 100 
females. lu the average for thirteen years, there was an excess of 3.08 per 
cent of male decedents under one year of age, and an excess of 2.73 per cent 
under five years of age. 

In Exhibit F, page 136, may be seen the number of deaths in 1882 for both 
males and females at each age. It presents some significant contrasts with 
regard to the sex of decedents. It will be noticed that more male infants die* 
than female, and that between the ages of fifteen and twenty, female lives are 
encroached upon more than males. 

DEATHS BY MONTHS AT DIFFERENT AGES. 

The relative proportion of decedents at different periods of life and in the 
several months of the year may be studied in Exhibit G. Of the decedents 
in the month of January, 20.14 per cent died under one year of age; 37.12: 
per cent died under five years of age, etc. There were 1,453 deaths returned 
in the month of August, of which 34.41 per cent died under one year of age,, 
and 49.21 per cent died under five years of age. Of the 6,358 decedents- 
under five years, 5.71 per cent died in January, 6.70 per cent died in Febru- 
ary, and 11.36 per cent in September, the greatest proportion. 

For 1882, the largest proportion of decedents under one year of age died in 
the month of August, and the largest proportion under five, died in the month 
of September. The teaching of this exhibit, for ten years 1873-1882, haSi 
been that August was the month of greatest danger to children under five.. 
To children between the ages of 5 and 10 years, and adults over 50 the greatest; 
danger is in December. 

The midsummer season has always been unfavorable to life, and especially is^ 
this true among children. 

Tables V. and VI. give further details concerning deaths by sex, by months,, 
and periods of age.

Uore BtilUbirths were returned fur the year 1883 than for any previous year 
aince 1878. In 1883, the per cent of still-births to total deaths was 4.8% And 
the average for the nine years 1874-1882 was 4.90, The per cent of still- 
births to total births, in 1883, was ^.14. The subject of iiifsut mortality may 
be studied also in Exhibits F and O, and in Tables IV., V., and VI., on pre- 
ceding pages, and in Exhibits 3, 4, and 5, and Table VIII., following.

BIRTH-MOlirrHS HOST FAVORABLE TO LIFE OP CHILD. 

The sabjeot of infant mortality is one of very great importance and demands 
seriooB attention. Many causes combine to produce the annual destruction of 
infant life, but they ought not to be an effectual barrier against determined 
efforts to diminish it. There is a wide field for labor in this connection^ and 
some grand results have already been accomplished. 

The method of finding the ratio of deaths under one year old to births is 
illustrated in Exhibit 3. It shows^ by sex, the number of children born in 
each month of the year 1881, and the number of these that died before 
the age of one year. It will be observed that of the 34,719 births in 1881, 
12.52 per cent of them died before reaching the age of one year; that is, 
about 13 in every hundred, or 125 in every thousand of the children born in 
Michigan in 1881 died before their first birthday. In a series of ten years, 
1873-1882, the average ratio of registered births to deaths of children under 
one year of age, was 10.63, ranging from 9.41 in 1879, to 12.52 in 1882. 

The subject of the comparative probability of life or death of children before 
reaching the age of one year, is one of considerable interest The evidence of 
the years 1872-1882 tends to prove that the birth-months showing the greatest 
probability of death before the age of one year were February and April, and 
those showing the least were September and November. It has been the rule 
since the registration in this State, that the birth-months most favorable to 
child life were in the latter months of the year. 

Exhibit 4, on page 156, shows the distribution throughout the years 1881 
and 1882 of the deaths of children born in 1881 who died before the age of 
one year. It may be studied as follows : 358 children were born in January, 
1881, who died aged under one year, of which 122 died in January, the month 
of birth, 24 died in February, 14 died in March, and 12 died in April, etc. 
In a similar manner can be traced the months of deaths of children born in 
each month of the year 1881, who died under one year of age. Of the 4,346 
children born in 1881, who died before reaching the age of one year, 1,780 
died in the month of birth, 406 lived to the age of one month, 311 lived to the 
age of two months, etc. From the first diagonal column it is seen that a very 
large proportion of the children who die under one year of age do so before 
they are one month old, being 40.96 per cent of the entire number. The last 
column in the exhibit shows what per cent of the children born in each month 
of the year 1881 died during the month of birth. The average for the year 
was 5.13, and the months of December and November show the highest and 
lowest per cents respectively. 
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DELINQUENT TOWNSHIPS. 

Exhibifc H shows the names of nine counties in which are located over fifteen 
townships whose snpervisors made no returns of deaths for the year 18S2. This 
nnmber is smaller than that shown in the corresponding exhibits for 1881 
and 1880. These townships represented, in 1880, a population of 4,200.

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COLOR OF DECEDENTS IX MICHIGAN IN 1882. 

Table XI. contaiDS the Dumber of deaths in Michigan in 1882^ by sex and 
by color of decedents. The third column shows the proportion of the seies 
in the different races. The excess of all colors is of males; the largest pro^ 
portion of males is among the Black and Mulatto, and the least Stuong the 
Indians. It is also seen by the last column that the death-rate is greatest 
among the Indians, and least among the white inhabitants. In 1882 over 97 
per cent of all the decedents were white. 

In Table XII. the color of decedents can be seen by counties.

KATIVITT OF DECEDENTS IN MICUIQAM. 

Ad examiDfttion of Exhibit G will show the nativity of decedenta in Miohi- 
gan for each of the years 1874-1882, and the average for ten years ending with 
1881. The proportional average of native-born decedents for ten years is about 
80 per cent, the average of foreign-born decedents about 17 per cent, and the 
average of unknown nativity for the same time is about 3 per cent. 

The term "foreign- born" includes only those persons boru in other coun- 
tries, and not those born in the United States, although of direct foreign 
descent. It is scarcely necessary to repeat the observation that the native-born 
decedents contain a large element of strictly foreign people, and also that a 
very large proportion of tho deatlis of infants and ohildreu is inclnded among 
the native-born.

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CAUSES OF DEATH, 1882. 

Although exceptional phenomeua are of value to the statistician as a means 
for general comparisons, he principally depends for his most important gen- 
eralizations upon those phenomena that are of greater prominence as regards 
their frequency and effects. For this reason, in studying the causes of death, 
those which, in a given period, occasion the greatest loss of human life in a 
community or state, are the first he is induced seriously to consider. We are 
accustomed to look upon cholera as a disease especially peculiar to oriental 
countries; and the nearer we approach the southern boundaries of our own 
domain, we are lead to anticipate the ravages of yellow fever as most 
seriously to be apprehended. 

While the principal causes of death in Michigan are not absolutely peculiar 
to its own special area, there are some causes of death, more prominent than 
others that demand our most thoughtful consideration. These principal 
causes have been carefully classified and studied for a number of years. 

This department of registration is one of direct importance to the people of 
Michigan, as by it we are enabled to judge of the condition of the public 
health. If epidemics have visited us, here is the certain evidence of their 
extent and severity. Its indications are positive. It clearly points out what 
diseases proved fatal, in what locality they prevailed the most, at what ages, 
at what seasons, and what were the surrounding circumstances. All these 
facts supply an array of evidence from which reliable conclusions can be 
deduced for the benefit of the public, and it is a matter of gratification to 
know that the great value of these statistics has long been recognized by all 
intelligent people. 

The same classification of causes of deaths was used in 1882, as heretofore 
in this State, and an examination of Table XIV. will show the number and 
proportion of deaths from each class during the years 1878-1882, and the 
average for ten years ending with 1881. Although scarlatina and small-pox, 
in 1882, were more prevalent than usual, there was a great decrease in the 
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mortality from diphtheria, which in former years was bo deatrDctive to life. 
The result is, that the zymotic class of diseases shows a lower rate of mortality 
than tor any year Bines 1878, and has fallen off 6.58 per cent from the 
preceding year. It is still, however, .33 per cent above the average for ten 
years. 

The proportion of deaths from constitutional diseases was slightly increased, 
thongh still less than the average for ten years. Gonenmption and cancer 
are, by far, the two most prominent and fatal diseases of this class. 

The percentage of local diseases, those affecting the brain and nervous 
system, is greater than for any year since 1876 and greater than the average 
for ten years. • 

The mortality-rate from developmental diseases, those from old age and of 
infants, was also greater than usual, and is nearly two per cent greater than 
the average, while the rate of deaths hy violence shows a marked decline when 
compared with previons years. 

Fifty-three males and 5 females lost their lives by railroad accidents. 
Foity-four males and 18 females committed suicide. Oae hundred and 
twenty-six males and 13 females were reported drowned. Eleven males and 
11 females were reported poisoned. Fifty-seven persons were burned or scalded 
to death. Twelve from exposure; 13 from suffocation and strangulation; 
one female died from starvation, and 11 persons were mardered.

The number aud proportion of deaths from diseases of particular organs of 
the body may be seen in Exhibit 8. It shows the order of fatality of seven 
groups and their relative proportion to each other. Lung diseases, as usual, 
maintain the first place with a percentage of 19.01, which is 1.51 greater than 
for the preceding year. The average annual percentage of lung diseases, for 
the ten years 1873-1882, is 20.15. Diseases of the bowels, which held second 
place in 1881, dropped to the fourth in the order in 1882, exchanging places 
with diseases of the brain. With the other prominent causes of death the 
order, in regard to largest number, varies more or less from year to year. In 
1882, 58.35 per cent of all the deaths returned as having occurred in Michigan 
were caused by the seven groups. The average for the four years, 1879-1882, 
is 60.05.

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DEATHS, 1882. BY CLASSES OF CAUSES, BY DIVISIONS OF THE STATE. 

Table XY. is intended to show the comparative healthfulness of the eleven 
geographical divisions of the State. The counties included in each division 
may be seen by reference to Exhibit J. For many reasons they furnish a 
more useful basis of comparison than the division by counties, and in many 
particulars these sections differ from each other, as in density of population, 
elevation of land, and influence of climate. 

In viewing the mortality of different parts of the State, it is seen that the 
death-rate has diminished since last year in each division except the Upper 
Peninsular, Northern, and South-eastern, and, as there has been undoubtedly 
an increase in the number of inhabitants in each division, it would be still 
farther diminished if we could know the actual population for the year, but 
it is necessarv to use the census of 1880 as a basis for calculations. 

In the State, the largest proportion of deaths was caused by zymotic diseases, 
and the smallest from violent deaths. In the first six divisions, as they 
appear in Table XY., and the Southeastern division, there was also the largest 
proportion of deaths from zymotic causes, while in the remaining divisions 
the largest proportion of mortality was from local diseases. The greatest per 
cent of deaths to population occurred in the Northern division, and the 
smallest in the Southern Central. 

The particular diseases included in each of these classes, and the counties 
in which they occurred, may be seen in Table XYI.

STATISTICS OF SUICIDE. 

The whole number of snicides returned for the year 1882 is 62, of which 44 
were males and 18 females. The average annual number for the 10 years 
1873-1882 18 57. Of the whole number 30 were of American birth, 17 being 
from Michigan and 13 from other states. Eleven were natives of Germany, 7 
of Canada, 2 of England, 2 of Holland, 1 each of Denmark, Ireland, Poland, 
Prussia, Scotland, and Switzerland. In four cases the nativity was not stated. 
The largest number of suicides among males occurred between the ages of 35 
to 40 years, and the largest number among females between the ages of 15 
to 20. 

The classification by conjugal condition reveals the following facts. There 
were twenty-five married males and eight married females, sixteen bachelors, 
and eight unmarried females, two widows and one widower among the num- 
ber of suicides. Of two males and one female the social condition was not 
stated.

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The means employed wnre various. In the ca^e of 19 males and 7 females 
it was not |2;i?eu. Seventeen suicided by poison, 7 by shooting, 8 by hanging, 
3 by drowning, and 1 by throat-cutting. 

The greatest number of suicides was among farmers, the next greatest 
among those classed aR laborers.

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PRINCIPAL CAUSES OF DEATH. 

The following table gives the number of deaths in Michigan, from each of 
fifteen principal causes, arranged in order of greatest fatality, in the year 1882. 
Consumption again assumes its place at the head of the list, having been super- 
seded by diphtheria in 1881. Although the number of deaths from consump- 
tion, in 1882, is less than for the two previous years, it is still greater than 
the average for ten years (1873-L882) by 156. 

Next to consumption, diphtheria has caused the greatest destruction of 
human life for each of the years 1878-1882. The most noticeable changes 
from 1881 have, been in typhoid fever and diarrhea. Typhoid fever declined 
from third place in 1881 to eighth place in 1882, while diarrhea, occupying 
eighth place in 1881, has disappeared entirely from the table. Scarlatina 
Tanked sixth in 1878 and 1879, tenth in 1880 and 1881, and sixth again in 1882. 

The fifteen leading causes of death formed 57.13 per cent of the total 
mortality of the State in 1S82, as compared with 57.43 in 1881 and 58.02 in 
1880. Some of these important causes of death will be considered again 
in subsequent pages.

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Exhibit T shows some of the diseases that have occasioned the greatest loss 
of life in Michigan for a period of years extending from 1875 to 1882, incla* 
sive. There is, of coarse, great diversity, but some interesting features may 
be discovered concerning the order of diseases in different years. Thas, the 
rise of diphtheria from tenth place in 1876 to third place in 1877; second 
place in 1878, 1879, and 1880; first place in 1881; and back again to second 
place in 1882. 

Tables XIX. and XX. show the number and per cent of deaths, by ages and 
seasons for 1882, from each of ten prominent causes. Some very interesting 
features characterize these tables. It may be noticed that the two most 
striking differences, in mortality by sex, are that many more females than 
males die of cancer, and more males than females of croup. Cancer appears 
to be especially fatal at ages from forty to scventy-Ove, and quite evenly dis- 
tributed through the different months of the ye^r. Cephalitis was most fatal 
in September, October, and August, and in ages under five years. Croup and 
diphtheria were most fatal in early winter, and least so in summer; a very 
large proportion of the deaths occurred in infancy and childhood. 

Diarrhea and dysentery prevailed as usual, in hot weather, being of very 
little prominence until July, then falling off again in November. More than 
three-fourths of the mortality occurred among those under five years of age, 
and of the two sexes the males predominate. In 1882, measles occurred 
mostly in the months of April, May, and June, and in ages under five. Soar* 
let fever increased from October to March and then decreased ; nearly two- 
thirds of its mortality was at the age of five or under. Of the two sexes 
the females were in the excess. The mortality from typhoid fever increased 
rapidly in September, reached its highest point in October, and then declined 
again to quite its normal average in December. The greatest number of 
deaths was between the ages of fifteen and thirty, the most of which being 
those aged twenty to twenty-five. Deaths among males exceeded by 16.42 per 
cent the deaths among females. Whooping cough, the last disease repre- 
sented in Tables XIX. and XX., shows an equal percentage of males and 
females, and was less fatal than usual. About ^4 per cent of the deaths from 
whooping cough were under the age of five years.

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Cancer, — The number of deaths reported from cancer, including the various 
kinds, WU8 301, or 1.83 per cent of the deaths from all causes. The annaal 
average number for the ten years 1373-188^, is 250. There was a constant 
annual increase in the mortality from this disease from 1871 to 1881. The 
average annual excess of deaths among females over that among males from 
cancer for ten years is 35. In 1882, the largest number of deaths from cancer 
occurred in the month of August, and the mortality was also the greatest 
among those from sixty-live to seventy years of age. 

Exhibit S specifies what part of the body was affected, where that fact was 
noted, among the decedents from cancer in 1882. In more than half of the 
cases (54.82 per cent) the part of the body affected was not stated. So far as 
reported, cancer of the stomach exceeded all others by a large majority, and 
this has been the case in previous years.

Cholera Infantum. — There were 428 deaths returned from this cause in 1882, 
a number less by 420 than was returned in 1881, and less by 71 than was 
returned in 1880. The average annual number for the ten years 1873-1882, 
is 390, which is somewhat lees than has been returned for the last three years. 
The percentage of deaths from cholera infantum to deaths from all causes, in 
1882, was 2.61. In 1881 it was 4.46, and in 1880 3.10 per cent of the deaths 
from all causes. The average percentage, during the last ten years, of deaths 
from this disease, as compared with deaths from all causes, was 2.64. 

Although deaths were reported in every month, 360 or 84 per cent of the 
whole number, occurred in the months of July, August, September, aud 
October. The greatest mortality was in August, when there were 138 deaths; 
the least was in January when there were only 4. Deaths from cholera 
infantum were reported by nearly all the counties of the State in 1882, but it 
was most fatal in the large cities. 

Measles. — Only 150 deaths were returned from this cause in 1882, a number 
less by 106 than was returned in 1881. The average annual number for ten 
years 1873-1882, is 132. In all the years the deaths from measles were 
divided nearly equally between the two seies. The largest mortality occurred 
in the mouths of April, May, and June, and the least was in September and 
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November. The first six months of the year show a coDsiderably larger 
namber of deaths than the last six mouths. One hundred and twe of those 
who died were less than five years of age ; these comprised sixty-eight per cent 
of the whole number, and those under 10 comprised 83 per cent. One person 
died over fifty years of age. 

Whooping-cough. — According to the returns, only 86 deaths from whoopicg- 
coQgh occurred in this State in 1882, as compared with 142 in 1881, and 264 
ill 1880. The annual average number for the fourteen years 1869-1882, is 
150. There was an equal representation from each sex, 43 males and 43 
females, but in previous years there has been an excess of females for every 
year except 1872 and 1873. Of the 86 deaths, 81 or 94.19 per cent, were of 
children under 5 years of age. There were 14 deaths in August; 13 in May; 
10 in March; 9 in April; 7 each -in September and November; 6 in June; 
5 in July; 4 each in January, October, and December; and 3 in February. 

Small-pox. — This dreaded disease showed, in 1881, a decided increase, its 
mortality throughout the State amounting to 82, or more than five times that 
reported in the previous three years. The deaths were divided among the 
following counties: Antrim 13, Delta 4, Jackson 1, Kent 4, Leelanaw 42, 
Mecosta 1, Montcalm 3, Oakland 2, St. Clair 1, and Wayne 11. The exces- 
sive mortality in Antrim and Leelanaw counties was largely among the Indians, 
and was over sixty-seven per cent of the whole number of deaths from small- 
pox. The beginning of the mortality was in the month of March, 1881, as in 
that month was recorded the first death. From this point we observe a nearly 
regular increase to November, 1881, when the highest monthly mortality was 
reached. The disease continued during the year 1$82 with more of less deaths 
in each month, until in November there were only two deaths reported. In 
1882, the largest mortality occurred in July, and the counties reporting deaths 
were as follows: Allegan 1, Antrim 2, Calhoun 5, Oenesee 6, Ionia 9, Kala- 
mazoo 2, Kalkaska 3, Kent 22, Manistee 4, Marquotto 2, Mason 2, Menominee 
21, Newaygo 2, Saginaw 3, Sc. Clair 2, Tuscola 1, and Wayne 13. 

The following tabular exhibit presents the total mortality from small-pox 
in Michigan during fourteen years, with the per cent of deaths from this 
disease to deaths from all causes.

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It is worthy of notice that the disease appears to move in wave-like periods 
through a series of years. The years 1871, 1872, 1876, 1877, 1881, and 1882 
indicate the greatest activity of small-pox in Michigan, while the years imme- 
diately following show a marked decrease in the number of deaths. The sud- 
den rise from three deaths in 1880 to eighty-two deaths in 1881, is especially 
worthy of observation. 

By reference to Table XVIL, on page 251, the ages of those who died from 
smail-pox may be seen for the year 1882. Twenty-four per cent of those dying 
were under five years of age, and 28 per cent were between the ages of fifteen 
and twenty-five, while those who died under the age of twenty-five constituted 
68 per cent of the whole number. Of those dying in 1881 over 28 per cent 
were under five years of age, and over 62 per cent of the total number of 
deaths were under the age of twenty-five. 

METEOBOLOQY, AND ITS RELATION TO DEATHS. 

The followiHg tables, exhibits, and diagrams show some of the results of 
meteorological observations made by observers for the State Board of Health 
and for the U. S. Signal Service, at various stations throughout the State» 
during the year 1882, and also at the State Agricultural Oollege. It is thought 
that the average of these observations, as tabulated, shows with sufficient 
accuracy the atmospheric conditions of the whole State. The value of study- 
ing meteorological statistics in connection with those of deaths has long been 
<;onsidcred of great importance, and this is now universally recognized. Much 
useful information may be gained by comparing these tables with those of 
deaths from some of the most important causes. We here study the occur- 
rence of deaths from different diseases, in regard to season, prevailing winds, 
humidity of air, ozone, and atmospheric pressure. 

The months in these tables are arranged iu order, those in which occurred 
the greatest number of deaths are placed fii'st, the other months following ia 
the order of their mortality. 

The weather record during 1882, as indicated by the temperature, and as 
recorded at the Agricultural College, may be seen in Exhibit 10. The annual 
average temperature for 1882 was 47.57^, which was .84 of a degree higher 
than the average for ten years, and 1.16° lower than the average for 1881. 
The month of May was unusually cold, over six degrees colder than the aver- 
age for ten years; while the month of February was remarkably mild, nearly 
jeleven degrees warmer than the average for ten years.

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Croup. — The nnoiber of T&tal cases of cronp was 349 in 1888, which ia 31 
less than id 1881, though still larger than for aay other year, and 1391ai^er 
than the average for the fourteen years 1869-1882. There were 21S m&les 
aiid 137 females, which is a larger proportionate number of males than asnsl. 
The greatest moitality from croup was in December, when there were 63 
deaths ; the least was in Angust, when there were only 12. 61.33 per oent of 
»11 the deaths from this cnuBe occurred in the six cold months, — Janaary, 
Febraary, March, April, November, and December; against 38,67 per cent 
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in the eix warm moDths. Ae regards ag^o, it appears tliat S93 cases, or S3.95 
per ceut of the whole Damber, occurred among tlioso under S years of age; 
49, or 14.04 per cent of the whole, between 5 and 10 years. 

Exhibit K shows certain meteorological data in connection with deaths 
from croup. There were five exceptions to the proposition that the air was 
colder than the average iu months when the greatest number ot deaths from 
croup occurred, and warmer than the average in months in which less than 
the average number of deaths occurred. There were also four exceptions to 
the proposition that mora than the average number of deaths from croup 
occurred in months in which there was less than the average quantity of vapor 
inhaled, and vice verna.

Croup and Diphtheria. — The deaths from croap and diphtheria, for the 
year 1882, may be studied in connection with meteorological conditions in 
Exhibit L. The distinction between these two diseases has always been 
obscure, and they are' considered by many to have pathological conditions in 
common, and for this reason the deaths from them are united. Allowance is 
thus made for incorrect diagnosis on the part of physicians, as it is quite 
likely that some deaths of children reported from diphtheria would have been 
more properly placed under croup, and vice versa. 

The same propositions are made as in Exhibit E, and it will be seen that 
there are five exceptions to the proposition that more than the average nnm- 
ber of deaths from croup and diphtheria occurred in months in which there 
was lean than the average quantity of vapor inhaled, and vice versa. 

Diphtheria, — The number of deaths from this cause in 1882, was 1,416, a 
decrease since last year of 647, when the percentage to all deaths was 10.72. 
This year the percentage is reduced to 8.62 per cent. The gradual rise of 
diphtheria through a series of years is a very interesting fact, made evident by 
registration. The number of fatal cases during the past ten years, 18*43-1882^ 
has been as follows :

We here observe a steady increase from 1875 to 1881, culminating in that 
year with 2,063 deaths. In 1882 there was quite a falling off in the mortality 
from diphtheria, it being less than for any year since 1878. The annual aver- 
age number for the ten years 1873-1882, is 892, which is only five more than 
was returned in 1878. The annual average number for the last four years 
is 1,624. 

With regard to the ages of those who died from diphtheria in 1882, we find 
by reference to Table XVIL, page 228, that 613, or 43.29 per cent of the 
whole nnmber, were children under five years of age, that 1,084, or 76.55 per 
cent were under 10 years of age, and that 1,301, or 91.88 per cent were nnder 
fifteen years of age. The first three and the last three months of the year 
contributed over 59 per cent of the deaths from diphtheria, but the last three 
months of the year constituted the most fatal season, the month of November 
having the largest mortality for the year. The autumn months are always the 
most fatal, and this may be due to the fact, as has been suggested in a pre- 
vious report, that the public schools are opened about that time, and thns the 
disease Is communicated from one to another. The fact that there are 
usually more deaths among females than among males from diphtheria has 
been previously observed, and the year 1882 is not an exception to the mle, 
there being 745 deaths among females against 671 deaths among males. 

The prevalence of diphtheria in different parts of the State may be seen in 
the following table :

The per cent of deaths from diphtheria to deaths from all canses is quite 
variable, ranging from 3.99 per cent in the soathern-eontral to 25.69 per cent 
in the northern-central division. One fact is evident from the foregoing table, 
that diphtheria is very aueqaally distributed thronghout Michigan. It seems 
to prevail the most among the northern counties and newly settled portions of 
the State. 

From Exhibit M. it will be seen that the proposition that the air was colder 
than the average in months in which more than the average number of deaths 
occurred, and warmer than the average in months in which less than the aver- 
age number of deaths occurred, holds true in ten out of the twelve months. 

In the following table are exhibited the deaths from diphtheria, arranged 
by counties, with the per cent of deaths from this disease to deaths from all 
causes during the year 1882; also the number of deaths from diphtheria, by 
counties, for each of the years 1877-1882. In the counties, it prevailed in 
very different degrees, from .99 per cent of all causes in Keweenaw, where it 
prevailed the least, to 3G.96 per cent in Kalkaska, where it was the most prev- 
alent. The most noticeable decline in the number of deaths from diphtheria 
was in the counties of Kent, Mecosta, Montcalm, and Saginaw, while the 
county of Wayne showed a large increase over the previous year.

Cerebrospinal MeningUis^^lu Exhibit V. are presented aotne of the import- 
ant diseases of the brain and nertooa ifatetn. The letaroa for 1S82 show that 
223 deaths occarred from tbeae oai '«^m cerebro- 
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spinal meningitiB ; 2 from spotted fever; 84 irotn apiuat meningitis; IG from 
meningitis; and 97 from spinal feTer. The greatest mortality was ia the 
month of March, and the least in Jnly. The fatality fell most heavily upon 
the younec, there being 121 deaths of children under five years of age, or 54J86 
per cent of the whole number. 

The relations of these diseases to atmospheric conditions may be studied in 
Exhibit 15.

Congestive Chills. — There were 48 deaths returned from congestive chills in 
1882, which is a smaller number than was returned in any previous year. 
The average annual number of deaths from this cause, for the fourteen years 
186U-1882, was 78. The greatest mortality in 1882 occurred in April, and 
the least in December. It is a disease occurring at all ages of life, bat is 
especially fatal among those under five. 

The relation between deaths from coneestive chills and certain meteoro- 
logical conditions may be seen in Exhibit U. 

Intermittent Fever. — The malarial fevers, which under various names have 
been so widely extended in our Western States, seem to be growing less fatal 
in Michigan. This is without doubt largely the result of the great advance 
in sanitary knowledge in the past few years. The number of fatal cases 
returned from this cause was 34, being 11 less than for 1881. The average 
annual number for the fourteen years 1869-1882 was 49. The deaths in the 
spring months were in the majority, and also those aged under five. 

As may be seen in Exhibit W, page 289, there are only three exceptions to 
the proposition that the Average Daily Temperature was higher than the aver- 
age in months when more than the average number of deaths occurred, and 
vice versa. 

Typhoid Fever. — ^Two hundred and sixty-nine males and 193 females died 
from this disease in 1882, the whole number beins: little more than half 
as many as in 1881, and less than in any year since 1879. The average annual 
number of deaths for the fourteen years 1859-1882, was 512, which was 49 
more than was returned in 1882. The per cent of mortality from typhoid 
fever to deaths from all causes, in 1882, was 2.82; this is considerably less 
than the average percentage for the years 1869-1882, which was 3.89. The 
present year was, therefore, exceptionally favorable as to mortality from 
typhoid fever. Nearly 42 per cent of the deaths were of persons between 15 
and 30 years of age, and 35 per cent of the deaths were between 15 to 25. 
During the months of September, October, and November, 42.52 per cent of 
the deaths from this disease occurred, and nearly 20 per cent of the entire 
mortality was in the month of October alone. This disease has been well 
named "autumnal fever." 

By an examination of Table XXI., it will be seen that typhoid fever was 
most fatal in the sparsely settled divisions of the State. The Upper Peninsu- 
lar, Northern, and Northern-Central Divisions had the largest death-rates 
from this disease. The comparative newness of these sections renders it prob- 
able that the sanitary conditions are not as perfect tiiere as in the more pop- 
ulous southern divisions. 

Exhibit X, page 290, shows the relation of typhoid fever to certain atmos- 
pheric conditions.

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Dysentery. — The mortality from this disease was less in 1882 than for any 
previous year, the namber of deaths returned being only 96, while in 1881 
there were 270, a decrease of 174. The average annual mortality for the four- 
teen years 1869-1882, was 233, which is 137 more than was reported in 1882. 
Over two-thirds, or 68.75 per cent of the deaths from dysentery occurred in 
July, August, and September; and 76.04 per cent of the decedents were under 
five years of age. 

Table XXI. shows the geographical distribution of dysentery, where it 
appears that the disease prevailed the most in the Upper Peninsular and North- 
eastern divisions.

Diarrhea- — ^Tbe returos for I8S3 show a decided redactioa ia tbe mortality 
from this dieease, there being 2&9 deaths, agaiDSt 501 in 1881, and 310 in 1880. 
The anoDal average of mortality for the ten years 1873-1882, was 311, or 52 
more than naa recorded in 188:2. Deaths were recorded iu every monlh except 
Febrnary, bat the months of July, Augost, and September contribuied 69.10 
per cent of tbe total mortality from this caase, the months of July and 
Angnst standing at the head with an cqnal number of deaths. In regard to 
age, 87.64 per cent of tbe decedents from diarrhea were under five years of 
i^e. The excessive heat \ii samnier has always been an important factor in 
caoBing deaths fiom diarrhea, and the diminished mortality iu 1S8^ may be 
largely the result of the cool summer of that year. 

Eihihit 16 shows the relation which the deaths from diarrhea sustain to cer- 
tain meteorological conditions. It will be seen that there are only two excep- 
tions to the proposition that more than the average number of deaths from 
diarrhea occurred in months when the Average Daily Temperature was highsr 
than the average, and vice veria. 

Rheumatism.— Daring the year 1883, according to the returns, 94 deaths 
occurred from rheumatism in this State. This number is 18 less than u 
1881, and 2Z more than in 1880. The number includes all reported nnder 
the following speciGc terms: Sbeumatism of heart, 21; inflammatory, 16; 
sciatic, 3; rheumatism, 56. Although the deaths from rheumatism are so 
few in comparison with deaths from some other diseases, still it is one of the 
principal causes of sickness id this State, and it is, therefore, desirable to get 
all tbe infoimatton possible concerning it. Deaths from rhonmatisni were 
reported in every month of the year 188 J, but the largest mortality occurred 
in March, the total in that month being 12,77 per cent of the whole nnmber 
from rheumatism for tbe year. Daring the last eight years, 1875-1882, the 
month of March has stood at the head of the list of months, in which there 
were deaths from rheumatism, four times, May twice, and June twice. In its 
relation to age, the mortality from this cause has been greatest among persons 
over 50 years of age. 

Exhibit 18 shows the relation of deaths from rheumatism to certain atmos- 
pheric conditions. The proposition that the air contained more than the 
average amount of vapor of water in months when more than the average 
number of deaths from rheumatism ooourred, and vice versa, had Qve exoop- 
tions in 1876, seven in 1876, six in 1877, six in 1878, six in 1879, two in 1880, 
three in 1881, aud five in 1882. 
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EXHIBIT IS. — Rheuu.\.tieu. — Deaths Selurned as having occurred in Mich- 
igan from Rheumatism, by Monthf, during the Year 1882, and some coinci- 
dent Meteorolosical eoniiitisns. 
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Scarlet Fever. — This die&ase prevailed daring 1882 more extensive!; than 
nsiial, and furnished 3.60 per cent of all deaths, wbicli was more than for any 
year eiuce 1873. The average annual per coat of the whole number of deaths 
for the fourteen years 18G9-1882, was 3.83, and the average annual number 
of deaths from scarlet fever for the same years was 486. The mortsliry for 
1882 was 592. Most of the victims from scarlet fever were among yonog 
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ohildreQ, as mny be Been by reference to Table XVII., where 3S7, or 65.24 per 
cent of the deaths from this canse in J883, are shown to be of perBocB ouder 
fire years of age; 172, or ^9.05 per cent, were between the ages of five aud 
ten, and fi71, or 96.45 per cent vera under twenty years of age. Ab regards 
season of year, tfae greatest mortality waa in the earlier and later months of 
the year, the disease subsiding; during the sumnier. The most fatal month 
was November, and the least was Jaty. 

EXHIBIT Y. — SCABLET Fevek, — Dealkx Returned as having occurred in 
Michigan from Scarlet Fever, by Months, during the Year 1882, and 
some coincident Meteorological conditions. 
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Exhibit Y shows the relation of deaths from scarlet fever to certain meteor- 
ological conditions. The proposition that the Average Daily Temperature 
was colder than the average in months when more than the average nnmber of 
deaths from scarlet fever occnrred, and vice versa, holds true in eight oat of 
the twelve months. 

Consumption. — The number of deaths caused by consamption, in 1882, was 
1,804. With the exception of the years 1880 and 1881, this namber was 
larger than for any previous year. The mortality from consumption in 1881 
was 1^954, the largest ever returned in the* State, and the mortality in 1880 
was 1,829. The average annual mortality from this cause for the f oarteen 
years 1869-1882, was 1.567. The per cent of deaths from consumption to 
deaths from all causes is quite uniform from year to year, ranging from 10.15 
per cent in 1873, to 13.48 per cent in 1869. The per cent in 1882 was 
10.98, and the average for fourteen years^ 1869-1882, was 11.96. These sta- 
tistics are quite satisfactory, as they indicate that, although the deaths from 
consumption have advanced during these years^ still, the increase has not been 
in proportion to the advance in population. 

Of the 1,804 deaths from consumption, in 1882, 832 were males, and 972 
were females. There were, therefore, 86 male decedents to 100 females, or 
46.12 males, and 53.88 females in each 100 decedents. Daring the fourteen 
years from 1869 to 1882, inclusive, the number of deaths returned from con- 
sumption, in Michigan, was 21,932, of which 10,156 were males and 
11,776 were females. There were 86 male decedents to each 100 female dece- 
dents, the same as in 1882, or 46.31 males, and 53 69 females in each 100 
decedents. 

The following tables show what influence the different months and seasons 
have in promoting the fatality of consumption. In 1882 the largest namber 
of deaths from this cause occurred in May, and the largest quarterly 
period was in the second. Making the comparison by seasons, the deaths 
were in the following order: Spring, 521; autumn, 462; summer, 434; 
winter, 379. 

The second table shows the total mortality from consumption for a period 
of fourteen years, 1869-1882. It is here seen that the largest monthly mor- 
tality was in December, and the largest quarterly mortality appears for the 
last quarter of the year. 

In reference to age, the subject may be studied in the following tables. It 
will be noticed that the greatest mortality is between 20 and 30, and that the 
increase from five to 30 is quite rapid, then after 30 is a regular decrease of 
percentage through all the ages. 

Exhibit shows the relation of deaths from consumption to certain atmos- 
pheric conditions. The proposition that the Average Daily Temperature was 
higher than the average in months when more than the average number of 
deaths from consumption occurred, and vice versa, holds true in eight out of 
the twelve months.

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Fneumonia. — This disease is ropofted to have cansed the death of 735 per- 
aoDB in 1SS3; in 1881, there were 805 deaths, and in 1880, there were 813 
deaths, the largest iinmherever retarned ia Michigau. The average annual 
number of deaths from pnenmonia tor the fonrteen years 1869-1882, vas 62i. 
The percentage of deaths from pueumouia to deaths from all causes in 1882, 
was 4.47; this is less than the average percentage for fourteen years by .23 of 
one per cent, although not as much as the per cent in the year 1880, which 
was 5.04.

Of the 735 decedents from pneamonia in 1882, 403 were males, 330 were 
females, and 2 the sex was not reported. The proportions were 122 males to 
each 100 females, and in every year there has been an excess of deaths among 
males from pneumonia. 

In 1882, the mortality from this cause in the different quarters of the year 
was as follows :

The last month of the year and the second quarter were the periods of 
greatest fatality, and the smallest numb'3r reported was in the months of July 
and August, and the third quarter of the year. 

Three hundred and sixteen of the 735 deaths from pneumonia, or 42.99 per 
cent, were of children under five years of age. Two hundred, or 27.21 per 
cent of the entire mortality from this cause, were of persons over 50 years of 
age. The returns in Michigan for fourteen years show, as might be antici- 
pated, when we consider the tenderness of youth and the frailty of those 
advanced in years, that while pneumonia attacks all ages, it is especially fatal 
at the extremes of life.

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Table XXIX. shows the occnpations, so far as stated, of thoae who died in 
188'^. None are included under twenty years of age. They are arranged 
under several classes, by way of comparison, so as to throw some light upon 
the healthfulness of different pursuits. If the numbers and average age of 
the living among these various classes were known, it would add greatly to 
the value of these statistics. 

According to the evidence here given, among cultivators of the earth the 
average age at death was 59.58 years. Next in order comes unemployed with 
an average age of 56.46 years, and the shortest-lived were those classed as 
seafaring men, whose average age was only 39.26 years. The particular occu- 
pations of those included in each class may be seen by reference to the table.
